descriptions instead of articles. 


You have often been impressed by the 
difference between the decorations of two 
w’indow-trimmers, each of whom em ployed 
the same materials for his work. The one drew 
your attention and held it by the grace and 
cleverness and art manifested in his display. 
T he other realized so little of the possibilities 
in the materials placed at his disposal that un­ 
less some one called your attention to his 
b u n g lin g you would have gone on unconscious 
of its existence. 


A n advertiser m ust know that he gets his 
results in accordance w ith the skill exercised 
in preparing his verbal displays. 
H e must 
m ake people stop and pause. 
H is copy has to 
stand out. 


H e m ust not only m ake a show’ of things 
that are attractive to the eve but are attractive 
to the people’s needs as w*cll. 


The wundowf-trim m er must not make the 
mistake of th in k in g that the showiest stocks 
are the most salable. 
T he advertiser must not 
make the mistake of thinking that the showiest 
w’ords are the most clinching. 


W indow s are tex) few’ in num ber to be 
used w’ith indiscretion. 
The good m erchant 
puts those goods back of hts plate glass w hich 
nine peopie out of ten wdll w ant after they 
have seen them . 


The good advertiser tells about goods 
w hich nine readers out of ten will buy i f they 
can be convinced. 


Newspaper space itself is only the win­ 
dow’, just as the showxase is but a frame for 
merchandise pictures. 
A window on a crowd­ 
ed street in the best neighborhood, where 
prosperous persons pass continually, is more 
desirable than one in a cheap, sparsely settled 
neighborhood. 
A n advertisement in a news­ 
paper with the most readers and the most 
prosperous ones possesses a great advantage 
over the same copy in a medium circulating 
am ong persons w ho possess less means.

would be foolish for a shop to build its win­ 
dows in the alleyway— and just as much so to

Preventing Milk Prom Belling Over. 
Among the vsrtons devices which
